bank'i transactions with Mrs. CaisiO 
L. Cnadwlck. Mr. Beckwlth said: 

"I am either an awful dupe or a ter 
rlble fool. I guess there it no donbt 
about my being a fool. I know I have 
WNlt wrong; and also crushed to the 
earth myaelf I do not propose to be 
made a scapegoat to shield th.> sins 
of others. The tnith Is that others 
also must he called to the bar to an 
Bwer for their part In this terrible af 
mt and one of those whose answer 
must be bad Is Mrs. Cassia L. Chad- 
wick." 

The banker spolvp in broken seii- 
tences and tears were streaming from 
his eyes. His acquaintance with Mrs. 
Chadwick began, three years ago. The 
attorneys for Herbert D. Newton, the 
dfbokline, Mass.. banker, have stated 
that their client loaned Mrs. Chad- 
wick money only after a note signed 
"Andrew Carnegie" had been endors- 
ed by the president and eaiiUer 6t a 
national bank. The men who endors- 
ed the note were President Beckwlth 
and Cashier Spear, of the Citlfena' Na- 
tional bank, Oberlln, O. 

Relating to this matter Banker 
Beckwlth continued his.stonr of the 
bank's transactions with lira. Ckad* 
wlok as follows: 

"Tes, we endorsed the note In addi- 
tion to one other note for $500,000. bur. 
O God, never for the purpose for whic h 
they were used." 

"Po you mean to say that thofe are 
two $500,000 notei in addition to the 
iifih for $260,000?" was asked Mr. 
Beckwlth. 

• "Yes; notes aggregating $1,250,000." 

"It has not been generally under- 
stood that there were two notes for 
$600,000," waa auggeated. 

"I know it; I know it. but the iiotes 
exist Just the same," said Mr. Beck- 
wlth. "One of them la In the hands 
of Mrs. Chadwick. If she has disposed 
of It she has done something which 
the swore she would not do, so please 
laake it plain that a solemn oath was 
taken that the notes which bear our 
endorsement were never to be used 
by Mrs. Chadwick for the purpose of 
raising money and she knew It." 

"Did you have the slightest suspl 
olon that the aotee oattTlBg the name 
of Andrew Carnegie were not genu 
IniBt" • 

"In Heaven's name how could we 
have suspicion? Mrs. Chadwick swore 
to both of us and one or more wit- 
nesses that she personally saw Mr. 
Carnegie sign his name to the notes 
she placed before us. But we said 
that we must be sure. How are we to 
know? The answer came in less than 
two days, when a New York attorney 
afpeared in Oberlln who said he was 
tie attorney for Mr. Catnegl»-hl8 
special agent He vouched for the cor- 
rectness of the clalni.s made by Mrs. 
Chadwick. We had at least six con- 
ferences with this lawyer. Perhaps I 
am saying too much, but I must tell 
jpomethlag mont. In every way we at- 
tempted to make oertain tliat we were 
engaged In a legitimate business trans- 
action, the kind of a tranHaction a 
business man woyld enter upon with 
eiMlt to blmself." 

In Reynold's Attest. 
"How about the attest held by Iri 
Reynolds; did you see him?" Mr. 84i^ 

Irlth was a»ked. 

"Yea; many times, and what did Ire 
tmderstandT We understood by every 
word that everything was all right and 

that genuine securities were locked up 
in the vaults of the Wade Park bank." 

The attetii rofeired to Is alleged to 
have been signed by Irl Reynolds on 
May 24, 1902. It la addroBsed ta "To 
Whom It May Coaoeni,'^ and oertlfles 
that he has in his possession $6,000,-

The night of December 2 the Japan 
ese began a heavy artillery fire on Pou 
tiloff (Lone Tree) hill paving the way 
for an Infantry attack. Th^ Rusaian 
artUlery answered vigorously for sev ' 
eral hours and then slackened. The 
Japanese, Imagining the Russian t\Te 
had been silenced, flung thenisi lves in 
masses against the trenches, where 
they were allowed to Mm within 
close range and then were met with 
withering volleys and a oounter charge 
with the bayonets. The Japanese fled 
having sustained enormous looses. 
A Cossack Expedition. 
A Cossack expedition which was 
sent the night of EK'cember 2 to cap 
ture a Japanese liaiit ry on the Rus- 
sian right flank was only partially 
siiccesslul. The Cossacks wiped out 
the Japanese sentries, killed the gun' 
ners and got possession of the battery, 
but were unable to remove the guns 
owing to the rapid arrival of Japanese 
reinforcements. 

On December 3d Capt. Gickhoon and 
Corp. Companetz crawled up close to 
the Japanese position where they re 
mained under a heavy lire all day, 
making sketches of the wlu>le poaition, 
and returned In safety. 

An attack by Japanese nn Pouiiloff 
hill on December 3 was probably due 
in part to a wish to distract attention 
from sapper operatloae on a neighbor- 
ing hill near the village of Shakhe; 
but these operations were discovered 
and repulsed and the Japanese fled. 

The night of Ih-eembcr 2 there was 
another Russian attack on Japanese 
treaehia Hk #lilbh a inmiber of tro- 
phies and rifles were secured, but at 
the cost of the life of Staff Capt. Man- 
koffskl, one of the most daring of the 
Russian scouts, who was killed In 
hand-to-hand fighting.

It Is Possible That $200,000 of United 
States Pension Money Was On 
the Train— Express Officials 
Are Reticent. " 

Los Angeles, Cel., Dec. 6.— The 

Wells Farpo express ear on the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe overland pa» 
senger train .\o, 1, west-bound. Wa< 
entered early Monday somewhere b*' 
tween Needles and Dttggett, and Svan 
O. Roberta, the Mpfess messenger, 
shot and fatally wounded and the way 
safe rifled. 

The \V< lls Fargo Co. was expecting 
a large shipment of United States pes- 
sion money totalling $200,000 It Is said, 
and it la possible that this shipment 
may have been on the train, it i.s 
known that the local offleials were 
greatly exercised over the robbery and 
at Hartow placed a substitute messen- 
ger on board the car with orders to 
guard everything in it with the great- 
est secrecy. Offleials refused to dis- 
cuss the reported shipment of pension 
money in any way. The shipment, if 
sent, would have hun in the main 
safe. It is not certain, however, that 
this safe was not entered, as the rob- 
bers rifled the pockets of the n^iessen- 
ger as he lay on the floor of the ear 
and took away his keys to the two 
safes. 

Messenger Found Lying On the Fleer. 
The robbery waa not dlaoovered vn^ 

til the train reached Daggett. Con- 
ductor Hawes ()iM>ned the door of the 
express ear at Daggett and found .Mes- 
senger Rolierfs lying (m the floor of 
the car In a semi-conscious condition 
and tba eoataata of - the rifled uHk 
aegttaded abcvt the oar. Roberta waa 
so seriously wounded that he was una- 
ble to tell how the rolitxiy occurred 
except to say that he had discovered 
some one on the blind baggage shortly 
after the train left Needles and had 
started to o^n ih» door when the 
man, wholni he took to be a Negro, 
sprang inside. Before the messenger 
could draw his n \(iIv<t the bandit 
opened flre, wounding Hnberis mortal- 
ly. The bullets struck Roberts in the 
left breast, passing through his body. 
Roberts fell to the floor, and the rob- 
ber immediately went to the open way 
safe and look what he wanted of the 
contents. He opened the door and 
jumped out. Roberts was so badly 
hurt that he was unable to make an 
outcry. 

Door Bolt Was Broken. 

The bolt on the door at the . nd of 
the express car was tirnl^cn. showing 
that tlie robber had used force in 
gaining entrance. The Interior of the 
car Indicated that the messenger had 
made a game resistance and grappled 
with the robber before being overpow- 
ered and flnally shot by him. 

Word was received here late Mon- 
day that a c(dored tramp was under 
arrest at Bartow who Is believed to 
be the man who committed the rob- 
bery.
